Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1. Claim 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claim is double inclusion because the compounds of formula (5) (when A 1= 
1 ,4-cyclohexylene and X 1= =H) encompass the compounds of formula (4) (when Y 1= F). 
Claims 13-16 are rejected because they are dependent claims. 



Double Patenting

4. Claims 1-16 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of copending 
Application No. 10/726,292. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the claimed subject matters overlap each other and 
they have similar liquid crystal properties. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
